He wants the legislature to replace 
the primary act of 1910, recently an- 
nulled by the Supreme court, with a 
law whereby the voters would elect 
delegates to nominating conventions. 
This, he explained, would require the 
delay or defeat of the substitute act, 
now pending in the assembly and intro- 
duction of the new law, probably at a 
special session, which Gov. Small is 
said to favor, should the legislative 
jam prevent action this week. 


Chance for a New Deal. 


“If public sentiment is aroused,” 
Mr. Fyffe said, there is no reason why 
we cannot get a sensible and well 
guarded indirect primary law in force 
before the election next April.” 

The bill now pending, according to 
Mr. Effe, simply restorés the act of 
1910, except that it provides for pre- 
cinct instead of ward committeemen 
in Chic go. Otherwise, he said, it in- 
cludes all the objectionable features 
of the direct primary and would be 
subject to another Supreme.court nulli- 
fication.

That would increase the 
demand for rubber and make its delivery uncertain. 
It would require the naval control of the Pacific 
to guarantee an unbroken trade route. Otherwise 
American rubber would be where the United States 
could not get it when it needed it most.

The 
sessions of the American Institute of Codperation 
at Northwestern university have served as a re- 
minder of what can be done, along these lines by 


interest. A striking example was furnished by 
C. H. Burnell, president of the Manttoba Grain 
Growers, Ltd. More than half of Canada’s wheat 
production is now sold codperatively, he said, and 
the organization makes free use of the opportunity 
to trade in futures on the board of trade. 
“We work the ordinary grain trade for all it is 
worth for the benefit of the farmer,” he explained. 
He added that if the speculators run the price of 
future wheat above what the managers of the asso- 
ciation think it will be worth, the association sells 
in that market. The board of trade thus becomes 
an ally of the farmer instead of his enemy as he 
has so often been led to believe. Export trade is 
handled directly through agericies established in 
foreign countries rather than through export 
houses in Canada.

This Englishman found that the great 
increase in heart disease as shown by 
statistics was among older people. 


The Chicago health department has re- 
cently made a similar study. Their study 
covered the twenty-year period between 
1906 and 1925. They divided this into 
four subperiods of five years each. The 
population was divided into ten groups 
by ages—to wit: Under 1 year; 1 to 4 
years; 5 to 9 years; 10 to 19 years; 20 
to 29 years; 30 to 39 years; 40 to 49 
years; 50 to 59 years; 60 to 79 years; 80 
years and over. 

For the purposes of this article I have 
consolidated these ten into three sub- 
groups—to wit: Under 20; 2@to 60, and 

In the twenty years the death rate 
from heart diseases increased 
126.7 to 191.6 [averages of five years]. 
Using the 126.7, the average for 1906-10, 
as basis, and rating it 1, the last average 
in the group has a rating of 1.51, or an 
increase of a little over 50 per cent. 
During the 20 year period the death 
rate from heart disease among persons 
under 20 years of age increased 18 per 
cent. In persons 20 to 60 years of age 
it increased 20 per cent. In persons 60 
years old and over it increased 154 per 
cent. Therefore, in Chicago, as well as 
in England, and everywhere else for that 
matter, much the greatest portion of the 
increase in fatal heart disease is among 
old men and women. In the main they, 
and we as society, are paying the pen- 
alty for what happened during the ctvil 
war, and in what some one has called, I 
think I remember, “That Awful Dec 
ade "—meaning 1871 to 1880. 


We are having a slight increase in 
heart disease among children and young 
adults. These figures show 18 per cent. 
Just why this is we do not know. May- 
be it is because we are not sufficient- 
ly interested in sore throat, tonsillitis, 
rheumatism, growing pains and chorea. 
All of these are either forms of rheuma- 
tism or else they are close kinsmen to 
rheumatism. In turn rheumatism, in all 
of its forms, is the great cause of heart 
disease. Most of us are not very much 
interested in the rheumatic pains and 
minor sore throats of children.

get a thick stand of thrifty clover in a 
field where their fathers used to harvest 
big crops. Lack of lime is perhaps the 
chief reason. Each crop that is har- 
vested takes out its share. The rate that 
different crops remove limestone is indi- 
cated by Linsley’s figures recently re- 
leased by the College of Agriculture at 
Urbana, III. 

Linsley says a 50 bushel crop of corn 
takes away the equivalent of 27% pounds 
of limestone an acre; 50 bushels of oats, 
21 pounds of limestone; 25 bushels of 


hay, 146 pounds. Removals such as 
these, together with the drainage water 
losses, account for the fact that land 
that would grow good crops of clover 
fifteen to twenty years ago without spe- 
cial treatment will not grow clovers now 
without an application of limestone, he 
said, 

He cites historic plots on the college 
farm to show the effect of years of crop- 
ping on the calcium content of soil. He 
says one of these plots has been cropped 
in a rotation of corn, oats and clover 
for fifty years, all the crops being taken 
off and no limestone or fertilizer put on 
during that time. There was only a thin 
unthrifty stand of red clover seeded on 
this plot last year when the season was 
favorable for this legume. 

In the last thirty-eight years 2,862 
pounds an acre of calcium carbonate, or 
limestone, has been taken off in crops of 
corn,’ oats and clover; at least 250 
pounds of limestone to the acre has been 
taken out each year by drainage water. 
Figured on that basis, it would take 9,500 | 
pounds of limestone, or almost 5 tons 
an acre, to replace the calcium lost in 
the thirty-eight years, Linsley says.
